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Jewel shop raider 
is foiled by public

MEMBERS of the public 
foiled a jewellery shop raid 
and stopped a thief 
escaping with thousands of 
pounds worth of gold 
chains. 

Police were called to High Street, 
Haverhill, on Tuesday morning 
when a man went into the Griffith 
Jones shop, grabbed a tray of gold 
chains and fled. 

Shop staff, some thought to be 
aged in their 60s, ran after the man 
shouting ‘stop thief’. All the chains 
were recovered after a member of the 
public tackled the thief. 

A police spokesman said although 
it was initially thought that an 
accomplice had been involved, the 
involvement of a second man had 
now been ruled out. 

The 15 chains taken were believed 
to be worth several thousands of 
pounds. 

The spokesman said: “A number of 
witnesses grabbed the man and tried 
to help apprehend him. 

“The chains fell to the floor and 
members of the public helped to 
pick them up.

TROOPS facing the 
dangers of defusing 
bombs in Afghanistan 
have written to school 
children thanking 
them for gifts sent at 
Christmas. 

Pupils from Coupals 
Primary School and Samuel 
Ward Academy in Haverhill 
parcelled up treats and 
wrote letters to members of 
a squadron, currently on a 
six-month tour in Helmand, 
including some soldiers 
from 101 Engineer Regi¬ 
ment based at Carver 
Barracks near Saffron 
Walden. 

Their commanding 
officer Major Simon Doyle 
wrote back, thanking pupils 
for their gifts. 

He wrote: “Helmand 
province is, by any 
measurement, the most 
dangerous place in the 
world for a NATO soldier. 

“My squadron’s role 
within this environment is 
to deliberately find the 
main source of that threat 
and tackle it, often under 
pressure of time, the 
environment and the 
insurgency itself. 

“These bases are rarely 
well-appointed. Standards 
of military hygiene and 
turn-out still apply, but the 


nearest shop is probably in 
Camp Bastion, an hour’s 
flight away, rations are from 
military supplies, laundry is 
normally done by hand and 
cold showers out of plastic 
bags whilst standing on 


wooden pallets in Dec¬ 
ember are something to be 
enforced rather than 
enjoyed. 

“Boxes of the sort you 
despatched make a real 
difference. The ability to 


read a news or magazine 
story from home, put up a 
Christmas decoration in the 
tent, put a fluffy toy in your 
body armour or simply 
munch on some unhealthy 
snack is hugely appre¬ 
ciated.” 

One soldier, called 
Sheree, wrote that she was 
the only female officer in 
the squadron. 

She said: “I just wanted to 
say a big thank you for the 
parcel - it is much appre¬ 
ciated and so reassuring to 
know that so many of the 
public are behind the 
troops. 

“It is also nice when the 
parcels are female friendly, 
as us girls are certainly 
outnumbered out here.” 

Sergeant Dan Farbrace 
sent a picture of a tank 
which had driven over a 
bomb, which he and his 
colleagues had to make 
safe. 

He wrote: “Luckily, no one 
was hurt but we had to 
make sure it was safe for the 
crew to escape. They were 
very glad to see us. 

“We are always happy to 
get mail and parcels but it 
always feels a little more 
special when we get things 
from people we have never 
met. 

“It is especially nice to get 
messages from some of the 
students there. 

“Everything you put into 
the boxes was exactly what 
we needed and brightened 
up our day.”

She was approached by a man who 
started talking to her and then 
suggested he walk her home. The 
man then ran off. 

The approach from the man may 
have been purely innocent but police 
are keen to speak to him about his 
actions. 

He is described as white, of stocky 
build, in his early 20s, with blue eyes, 
around 5ft 7in tall, wearing a black 
beanie hat, camouflage jacket, blue 
jeans and black boots.

Fortunately, they were able to reunite 
the 10-month old child with her 
mother quite quickly. 

He said: “The mother was upset and 
so was the little girl inside the car. We 
have a special tool that we use and 
we were able to pick up the keys and 
open the door. 

“We were glad to be able to help 
them.”

£150k Lottery funding 


GYMNASTS inspired by the 
success of Olympic medallist 
Louis Smith have been given a 
boost with a £150,000 National 
Lottery grant. 

The Huntingdon Club where the 
Olympic medallist and recent Strictly 
Come Dancing champion trained will 
receive £50,000 towards its fund to build a 
new gym and Samuel Ward Academy in 
Haverhill will receive £150,000. 

The cash will be used by the partnership 
of Haverhill Gymnastics Club and Samuel 
Ward Sports Leadership Academy to build 
a standalone dedicated facility on the 
academy site. 

The Haverhill group and Huntingdon 
Gymnastics Club are among 24 sporting 
organisations in the region to win money 
from Sport England’s Inspired Facilities 
Olympic and Paralympic legacy fund. 

A total of £1.4 million of National 
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Lottery money has been awarded to the 
clubs to improve their facilities. 

Louis, who struck silver and bronze at 
the London Olympics and then went on to 
win TV’s Strictly Come Dancing, said: “I 
owe so much of my success to this club so 
I’m thrilled to hear they’re receiving lottery 
funding.” 

The Haverhill Gymnastics Club has 
provided sessions for hundreds of local 
young people since it opened its doors in 
2008. The new facility will allow hundreds 
currently on the waiting list to gain access 
to the sport, ensuring the legacy of 2012 
survives. 

The project will deliver a fully equipped 
Olympic gymnastic facility including foam 
pits and trampolines, providing the 
opportunity for its budding young stars to 
develop and offer grass roots access to 


many more. 

It will also serve the academy during 
school hours, including the consortium of 
eight local primary schools engaged in the 
academy’s leadership development 
programme. 

Club chairman, Kevin Woolcott, said: 
“We are delighted to have secured this 
investment. Post London 2012 our 
gymnasts could speak of little else. 

“Providing this new facility for them will 
help to build on their dreams and 
aspirations, in line with the 
professionalism and dedication of our 
coaches. 

“It is the cornerstone of our strategy to 
have an outstanding facility for the 2012 
Olympics’ legacy.” 

Samuel Ward principal, Howard Lay, 
said: “This is fantastic news and will allow 
us to work in partnership with a highly 
successful local gymnastic club to ensure 
that the Olympic legacy is made real.” 


Public asked 
for views on 
country park 

A HISTORIC country park could 
be handed over for local 
management and a public 
meeting is to be held to discuss 
the issue. 

Clare Town Council has called 
a public meeting at 7pm on 
Tuesday at Clare Town Hall to 
discuss its plan to take over the 
running of Clare Country Park 
from Suffolk County Council. 

The meeting will be chaired by 
Keith Haisman, chairman of the 
town council, with the county 
council represented by Cllr Judy 
Terry 

The meeting aims to give 
everyone a chance to find out 
more about the takeover plan, 
which must be agreed by a 
deadline of March 31 if it is to go 
ahead. 

The plan for an agreement 
with Suffolk County Council for 
the transfer of ownership of the 
park to town council would 
involve reinstating the station 
master’s house to its original 
structure, with the waiting room 
and ticket office to become a 
history and education centre. 

The current visitor centre 
would be hired out to local 
groups, with priority given to 
youth. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council would continue to 
maintain all green spaces, 
keeping car park revenue in 
return. A charitable company 
would be formed to run the park.

It was a relatively 
easy, pain and hassle free process. 
On relaying this story to friends and 
colleagues, I have been surprised 
how many people are unable to 
give blood because of medical 


reasons. 

I would like to urge your readers to 
give blood if they can. 

I was told that sadly stocks are 
depleted, especially when the 
weather is poor and accidents 
therefore increase. Literally every 
donation counts.

Free TV licence 
for the over 75s 

Sir, I am writing to remind readers 
that anyone aged 75 or over is 
eligible for a free TV licence for 
their main address. Between August 
2012 and August 2013 some 387,000 
people in England will turn, or have 
turned, 75. Last year TV Licensing 
issued more than 1,500 over 75 
licences to residents of Haverhill 
and over 3,800 in Sudbury. 

TV Licensing are reminding older 
TV licence holders in Haverhill and 
Sudbury they will be entitled to a 
free TV licence on their 75th 


birthday. Eligible people can 
register online at 

www. tvlicensing.co. uk/over75 or by 
calling 0300 790 6073. The free 
licence will cover all the equipment 
in the property, meaning family or 
carers living in the same home 
could also benefit. 

Anyone aged 74 or over can begin 
planning for the concession 
immediately by applying for a 
short-term licence which will last 
between one and 11 months. 
Applying for a free licence is simple 
and, once you have one, TV 
Licensing will send a new licence 
once every three years, cutting 
down on excess paperwork. 

The free licence is not granted 
automatically so anybody who 
becomes eligible needs to make 
sure they remember to apply by 
getting in touch with TV Licensing 
directly.

COUNCILLORS’ fears 
that their town could 
be losing another store 
have proved well 
founded, with the news 
that Superdrug will 
close in March. 

A company spokesman 
confirmed that nine staff 
members will lose their jobs 
when the store in High Street, 
Haverhill, closes on March 9. 

A statement from the 
company said: “We are 
currently in consultation with 
our nine colleagues in the 
store, all of whom have been 
offered the chance to move to 
other roles within the group. 

“We would like to thank all 
our customers in Haverhill for 
their support and hope they 
will continue to visit our 
closest stores in Harlow and 
Cambridge.” 

Haverhill still has a Boots 
store but competition, 
coupled with the economic

online retailing, had triggered 
worries at a recent meeting of 
Haverhill Town Council that 
there was not enough trade in 
the town for both stores. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, former 
mayor, said: “It is a rumour 
but we have been hearing that 
Superdrug is looking at 
closing and doing a relocation 
which would be a major blow 
to the town.” 

But there are also hopes 
that Tesco or another 


supermarket giant could take 
over the empty Co-op 
convenience store, which 
closed in Novembe, 2011. 

Cllr Byrne added: “There 
was a big exercise looking into 
retailers that could take over 
the old Co-op site which is a 
huge floor space. 

“It could be broken down 
into smaller stores but the 
town council wants a large 
retailer to take over such as 
Tesco, although many people 
in the town want a Marks & 
Spencer or Next to take it 
over. 

“Like all towns, Haverhill 
has been hit hard by the 
recession but it is still a great 
town and in fact people are 
shopping in town rather than 
going out to Cambridge or 
Bury to save money on petrol 
and to support local shops at 
the same time.” 

After failing to find a buyer 
for the struggling Co-op store, 
the national chain decided to 
close its Haverhill branch in 
Jubilee Walk. 

The store had been 
operating in the town for 
more than 20 years, employed 
one full-time and 33 part-time 
staff.

Council tax freeze 
in budget proposal 


COUNCIL tax could be 
frozen for a third year 
in a row from April while 
the county council plans 
to slash spending by 
£24.9m. 

Suffolk County Council 
will discuss the details of 
the 2013/14 budget at a 
cabinet meeting next 
week and leading 
councillors are pushing 
for the freeze. 

A council tax freeze 
grant from the 
government has been 
used to balance the 
budget. 

But the axe will fall 
hard on adult care as £7m 
of savings will have to be 
found by intervening at 
an earlier stage as later 
life care is more 
expensive. 

Budget proposals also 
include a plan to slash 
£9.7m of expenditure 
through cutting 

bureaucracy and a 
proposal to save £2m by 
re-letting the county’s 
highways, with Balfour 
Beatty Living Places 
named as the preferred 


bidder in December. 

Targeting resources in 
children’s services to 
reduce demand will also 
save £2.5m. 

Costs have been cut by 
halving the workforce 
since 2010, with 
projected staff numbers 
decreasing from 10,456 in 
April 2010 to 5,365 by 
March 2013, excluding 
schools. 

Cllr Jane Storey, Suffolk 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for finance, said: 
“The savings that are 
being proposed are 
significant and will 
require continued firm 
management in 2013/14 
and future years. 

“Last year we made a 
commitment to focus 
savings on the back office 
to protect, as far as 
possible, the frontline. 
This budget delivers on 
that commitment.” 

She said tough 
decisions would have to 
made but the county 
council was hopeful it 
could meet the challenge. 

However, opposition 


Liberal Democrat finance 
spokesperson Andrew 
Cann criticised the 
county council for 
hoarding money in 
reserves, which increased 
by 30 per cent last year to 
£160m. 

He said: “We think that 
the Tories in Suffolk have 
forgotten what the 
purpose of a council is. 

“The purpose of a 
council is to provide 
services for the public 
and especially for the 
vulnerable. 

“What the Conser¬ 
vatives have shown as 
their priority is to build 
up reserves of £160m for 
a mythical rainy day. The 
rainy day is today.” 

The budget is the 
second stage of a two- 
year cost-cutting plan 
after Suffolk County 
Council experienced a 
significant reduction in 
funding from central 
government. 

A final decision will be 
made on the budget by 
the full council on 
February 14.

still 
struggling to 
meet cancer 
care target 


CANCER patients urgent¬ 
ly referred to Adden- 
brooke’s by their GPs are 
still not being treated 
within two months. 

Although Addenbrooke’s 
bosses have put numerous 
measures and action plans in 
place to tackle failing targets, 
the hospital is still struggling to 
reach its target for treating 
cancer patients. 

Doctors are failing to meet 
the hospital’s own target of 
ensuring 85 per cent of cancer 
patients receive their first 
treatment within 62 days of 
receiving an urgent referral 
from a GE 

The target was not reached in 
October or November. Figures 
for December and lanuary have 
not been released yet. 

Failings were due to patients 
changing or cancelling 
appointments as well as 
complex medical pathways, 
according to the trust. 

Liz Hunt, associate director 
of operations for oncology, said: 
“We would encourage patients 
to take the earliest appoint¬ 
ment offered so we can make a 
diagnosis and start any treat¬ 
ment required in a timely 
manner.” 

Urology accounted for 
almost half of all of the 
breaches in October, and that 
department’s theatre capacity 
also “significantly impacted” a 
separate 31 - day target, in which 
96 per cent of oncology patients 
should be treated after their

initial diagnosis. 

Frances Cousins, chairman 
of a hospital task force 
addressing health regulator 
Monitor’s concerns about failed 
standards, said at a recent 
board meeting: “The task force 
is concentrating further around 
the cancer waiting time. 

“We do believe we are on 
track for 62-day wait for cancer 
treatment.” 

She said a “risk” that could 
affect patient flow during the 
winter period is a Norovirus 
outbreak so staff are 
implementing an initiative 
called Perfect lanuary to keep 
the virus out of the hospital. 

A taskforce report said the 
trust expected to meet the 
target in December, after failing 
for several months in a row, but 
would not meet the overall 
target for October to December. 

They expect to be meeting 
the 62-day standard by March. 

At the meeting Tom Bennett, 
director of operations, said: “Of 
the three reasons we were 
called to Monitor we have 
already dealt with two of them.” 

Hospital chiefs have 
managed to meet the A&E 4- 
hour waiting target - for five 
consecutive months - and the 
18-week referral to treatment 
standard after major problems 
at the start of the financial year 
in 2012.

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Danger claims cause 
council to scrap plan

A COUNCIL has 
abandoned plans to 
remove fencing around 
a popular playground 
after local residents said 
it would put young 
children in danger. 

Local resident Brian Hyland 
wrote to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council strongly 
objecting to its plans for the 
playground close to his home 
at Cramswell Close, Haverhill 
and urged them to reconsider. 

Mr Hyland wrote: “Although 
I have no young children 
myself to make use of the 
playground, I am well aware 
how highly it is valued and 
used by the residents of 
Cramswell Close. 

“The work you are pro¬ 
posing at such short notice, 
without consultation, will 
destroy an existing amenity 
rather than result in a more 
open and pleasing space to 
enjoy. 

“The playground is next to a 
three-way road junction 
frequently used as a turning 
point by vehicles, including 
heavy goods vehicles. 

“The existing fences and 
gate provide essential 
protection to young children 
using the facility. Removal of 
the bowtop fencing will leave 
only an inadequately low 
wooden fence to stop children 


running into the road.” 

Mr Hyland also opposed 
plans to remove a rubbish bin 
and benches and disputed 
that the road surface had 
subsided. 

He said: “I find these 
excuses unacceptable and 
urge a more public debate 
before ruining the facility. It 
was also stated that as a long¬ 
term issue, it will be easier to 
maintain the area. 

“Admittedly it would be 
easier and cheaper to mow 


the area if these existing 
assets were removed but at 
what price to our community? 
If this is simply a cost driven 
exercise, it is very poorly 
considered. 

“Please reschedule any 
further action until a more 
amenable proposal can be 
made, preferably to leave well 
alone.” 

A spokesperson for St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council said: “We wrote to 
residents of Cramswell Close 


to let them know about a plan 
for making the small open 
space in the close easier to 
maintain and inviting them to 
get in touch with any 
concerns. 

“They did get in touch, and 
explained that the loss of 
amenity would be greater 
than savings in maintenance. 

“I am happy to say that we 
will be writing to the residents 
again to tell them that we will 
carry on maintaining the site 
in its current form.” 


Hospice to install lift at premises near library

St Nicholas Hospice successfully bid to 
Suffolk County Council to take over the 
running of the Burton Centre, which

Its application to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council is for change of use 
from community centre to mixed use, 
comprising outreach centre, cafe and 
shop. 

It also includes extending the existing 


stairwell to include a new lift access to 
the first floor, widening the front 
entrance emergency exit, replacing 
existing windows to the coffee shop front 
elevation with patio doors, with 
associated internal works to the ground 
and first floors.

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Death crash man 
lost control of car 

A MOTORIST was killed after he lost 
control of his car and crashed into a van 
on the other side of the road, an inquest 
heard. 

Adrian Lange, of Ovington Place, 
Haverhill, died when his Nissan Almera 
hit a Nissan panel van almost head-on in 
Horringer, near Bury St Edmunds, on 
January 20 last year. 

An inquest held in Bury St Edmunds 
heard no faults had been found with Mr 
Lange’s car, and that there was nothing to 
explain while the 24-year-old lost control. 

Dr Dan Sharpstone, the assistant 
deputy coroner, said Mr Lange had been 
driving to work at Direct Table Foods in 
Little Saxham at about 6.30am. 

Van driver Paul Ives said he was driving 
south along Westley Lane when a black 
car veered across the white lines in the 
middle of the carriageway and collided 
with his vehicle. 

Mr Lange was pronounced dead at the 
scene, and a post-mortem found he had 
suffered multiple injuries. 

Dr Sharpstone recorded a verdict that 
Mr Lange died due to injuries received in 
a road traffic accident.

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Fall from grace led football 
star to turn his life around

Former Histon FC ace Erkan Okay talks about the arrest that 
cost him his job - and how it made him a better person. 
Interview by ALICE RYAN 


I T'S a grey and miserable Tuesday 
afternoon and a dozen men are 
huddled in a Cambridge sports hall. 
It’s fair to say they’re a motley crew: all ages, 
all sizes, all levels of fitness. But they’re here for 
a single reason: to play football with Erkan 
Okay, the semi-pro who helped Histon achieve 
its meteoric rise to the Conference. 

The ensuing five-a-side match is heart¬ 
warming to watch. The players - all either 
currently or formerly homeless - give the game 
everything: it’s competitive stuff. And they’re 
clearly having a ball, too; there’s plenty of 
hollering, whooping and back-slapping 
involved. 

“That’s the great thing about football,” smiles 
Erkan, towelling his sweaty forehead at the end 
of the game. “It’s a real leveller. When you’re 
playing football, you forget everything else.” 

Now a full-time link support worker at 
Jimmy’s, the night shelter in Cambridge, Erkan 
still plays football part-time for Lowestoft Town. 
“If I’d been the person I am today 10 years ago, I 
might have been playing for a Premier League 
club on 40 grand a week instead,” he laughs. 
“But I wasn’t always this person...” 

As Histon fans will remember, Erkan’s 
football career has been a real rollercoaster ride. 
The greatest high was, without doubt, being 
called up by England C to play Finland. And the 
most painful low was being sacked from both 
his club and his day-job - having assaulted a 
police officer on a drunken night out. 

“I don’t remember all that much about that 
night, to be fair. It was our Christmas party, I 
think. We went out and, typically, I had way too 
much to drink. I got abusive and got thrown out 
of a club. Then I decided to have a pee in the 
street... 

“A policeman came over, told me to stop and 


I started giving him abuse too. He tried giving 
me chances, but I didn’t take them; in the end, I 
lashed out with a kick. So he charged me with 
assault. 

“I thought I might get away with it, because I 
had to go to court in Bury rather than 
Cambridge. So I didn’t tell my family or the 
football club - the first they knew about it was 
when they read the stories in the paper. 

“I’d been with Histon for five years and 
played 200 games for the club, but the 
management felt they had to let me go. And 
working as a community coach, which I was at 
the time, was a no-go: I was working a lot 
with schools, and the parents just didn’t trust 
me. 

“I woke up one morning and realised I’d lost 
it all. It was devastating, to be honest. But it was 
also the wake-up call I needed: I realised I didn’t 
want to live that life any more, to keep letting 
my family down. I wanted to change.” 

To meet Erkan today, a warm, friendly and 
unassuming young man, it’s hard to believe he 
was once ‘what people might call a bad boy’. It’s 
clear he’s come a long way. 

“The first step is holding your hands up and 
accepting you’re probably at fault,” says the 27- 
year-old. “And the next step is going out there 
and making things happen: you can’t wait 
around for a new life to be handed to you on a 
plate. You might get 99 knock-backs, but 
eventually you’ll find that one person willing to 
give you a chance.” 

He sounds very wise for 27. “Yeah. God 
knows what I’m going to be like by the time I’m 
40... It doesn’t mean I’m boring, though: I still 
like to go out with my mates! But I don’t overdo 
it now.” 

Erkan, who grew up in Cambridge, says his 
passion for football dates back to early 
childhood. “It started with just having a kick-

around in the street with my brother. Then 
we joined a local club and that was it, 
really. I just love football: it’s one of the 
main passions of my life.” 

Talent spotted in his early teens, Erkan 
got the call to join Ipswich Town at the 
tender age of 15. “I moved there and 
everything. It was a massive step, 
especially at such a young age. We were 
looked after unbelievably well - the 
facilities and the coaching were amazing - 
and they were, in lots of ways, some of the 
best days of my life. 

“But I don’t think I handled the external 
pressures too well; the stuff outside 
football. And I got into things I shouldn’t 
have. By the time I was 181 was going out 
drinking every night - binge drinking 
really, which isn’t great when you’re trying 
to be a professional footballer - and I was 
getting myself into trouble. 

“I didn’t know how to handle myself or 
how to speak to people: I had no respect. I 
was behaving like one of those real idiots 
you see on TV” 

Following a change of management at 
Ipswich, Erkan was let go from the club. 
Coming home to Cambridge, he was 
immediately snapped up by Histon - just 
as the team was beginning to rise through 
the ranks. “I was part of a great team at a 
great time in the club’s history The 
success, the response from the fans... I 
think it all went to my head. Instead of 
being level-headed about it, I was so, so 
arrogant. 

“I look back and wish I could undo 
some of the stupid things I said and did. 
But you can’t change the past, so I’ve 
decided to turn those negatives into 
positives, by doing the very best I can

now. 

In the wake of his very public fall from 
grace - his court case made numerous 
headlines - Erkan began scouring the jobs 
pages. Wanting to work with people, he 
applied for two roles, one at theYMCA and 
the other supporting people with learning 
disabilities. And he got them both. 

“That was a real turning point. The 
manager of theYMCA, David Goodyear, 
was particularly encouraging: he believed 
in me when not many other people did - 
aside from my family, who’ve always stood 
by me. The longer I worked in those jobs, 
the more confidence I gained. 

“And it taught me so much. It taught me 
that every person you come into contact 
with has their own story: their own family, 
their own troubles. And that taught me to 
treat every person with respect.” 

Erkan’s football career also revived: first 
taken on by Chelmsford City, where a 
broken leg cut his time short, he was then 
re-signed by Histon. Now playing for 
Lowestoft, he says football remains his first 
love - yet he’s philosophical about giving 
up his dream of turning pro. “I like the fact 
there are no dramas. There’s a lot to be said 
for leading a normal life, you know.” 

Joining the Jimmy’s team almost nine 
months ago, Erkan, who lives in 
Cambourne, says the project is ‘just 
amazing’. An emergency shelter, providing 
accommodation for up to 20 people at any 
one time, it was recently refurbished - and 
declared ‘open’ by the Duke and Duchess 
of Cambridge on their recent visit to the 
city. 

“It was great when Kate and Wills came, 
because a lot of former guests came back 
to join in the celebrations. Seeing the 
transformation in some of them gave me 
such a boost. One guy came to us with an 
addiction and we supported him through 
a detox; when I next saw him, a few 
months later, he was almost 
unrecognisable. Knowing that you played 
a part in that - that you were able to 
genuinely help someone else - is a great 
feeling.” 

As well as ensuring the shelter runs 
smoothly while he’s on shift, Erkan helps 
shelter guests with everything from 
arranging accommodation and GP 
appointments to making benefit claims. A 
great believer in the power of sport to both 
improve health and lift the spirits, he helps 
run the weekly football club and also takes 
gym sessions. 

“People might look at the things I’ve 
done in the past and think I’m a bad lad. 
But, not in a horrible way, I don’t care what 
other people think. The people who really 
know me - they know that’s not who I am. 

“I’m not proud of the things I’ve done in 
the past, but I’m not ashamed either. At 
the end of the day, they’ve made me the 
person I am today - and that’s no bad 
thing.”

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Things that go bump in the night 


T HIS week, at one of the 

city’s most ancient locations, 
Robert Lloyd Parry brings 
another seasonal shiver to 
Cambridge with his retelling of 
two of the greatest tales by M R 
James, the master of the English 
ghost story. 

Parry, described as “always absorbing” 
and one who “catches the sense of dread 
that gives James his originality” by The 
Times, will perform the stories at the 
atmospheric 12th century Leper Chapel, off 
Newmarket Road - thought to be the oldest 
building in Cambridge. 

In the classic spine-chiller Count 
Magnus, a travel writer’s over¬ 
inquisitiveness leads to a breathless, 
diabolical chase from darkest Sweden to 
rural Essex. Denmark is the setting for 
Number 13, where a hotel room with the 
famously unlucky number conceals a 
ghastly and baffling secret. 

Every Christmas, Montague Rhodes R 
James (1862-1936) would write and 
perform ghost stories, to entertain friends in 
his rooms in King’s College, Cambridge. 
Over a century later, these tales still have 
the power to terrify and amuse, and this 
gripping one-man show gives theatregoers 
the opportunity to experience these chilling 
masterpieces in the manner in which they 
were originally enjoyed. 

“M R James dedicated his stories to 
‘those who have at various times listened to 
them’,” explains Lloyd Parry, “and I try to 
evoke the tone and atmosphere of his 
original performances.”

Past's so perfect 


I F Christmas has left you 
poorer than a church mouse’s 
bankrupt cousin, don’t panic: 
there are places where you can 
entertain your children that are 
educational, awe-inspiring, 
indoors, and (best of all) free. 

Take a trip to one of Cambridge’s 
magnificent museums. And if you think 
these ‘highbrow’ establishments are going 
to be stuffy and dull, you’re in for a treat. 

“In one square mile, there are eight 
different ones to visit, and they’re all 
family friendly,” says Elly Wright, events 
co-ordinator for the University of 
Cambridge Museums. 

“I think there’s a misconception that 
museums are not places for children, and 
we should have to whisper and creep 
around them, but those days have 
completely gone. All of the museums are 
really keen to welcome families - they’re 
spaces to be enjoyed by everybody.” 

Housing more than five million 
artefacts - from whale skeletons and 
mummies to prehistoric hippos and 
telescopes - the eight museums are lovely 
places to just wander around. But if your 
kids need a little extra help to get engaged, 
there are ways and means of grabbing their 
attention. 

“At the Fitzwilliam they have ‘Fits 
Kits’, which are a range of activity boxes,” 
explains Elly. “There’s one called ‘gone 
fishing’, which has little fishing rods: the 
kids can fish in, pick out a fish, and it’ll 
say something like ‘go to Gallery Four and 
see if you can find this’. If you’re a bit 
unsure of where to go, it’s a really good 
way to guide you round.” 

Others have explorer kits, discovery 
boxes, clubs and regular drop-in events: 

“so they’re all about helping families enjoy 
them and have fun.” 

While the big hitters are always likely to 
be the Polar Museum (think explorers’ 
diaries and penguins), the Museum of 
Zoology (thousands of animal exhibits) 
and the Sedgwick Museum of Earth

Sciences (with its colossal dinosaur 
skeleton), others are every bit as 
interesting. Take Elly’s personal favourite, 
the Museum of Archaeology and 
Anthropology. 

“It’s fantastic,” she says. “The stories it 
tells are brilliant, and you really get a feel 
for the people who used all these objects 
and the different worlds that they’re from. 
It’s got a 14-metre high totem pole, so 
that’s a real fun centre point, but even just 
walking past the door, you look in and 
there’s this hilarious mask with big googly 
eyes. There are so many strange-looking 
artefacts which are really great.” 

Most of the museums are on Downing 
Street, but Elly reckons it’s definitely 
worth taking a 10-minute walk to explore 
one you may not have been to before. 

“One of my favourites is the Museum of 
Classical Archaeology, on Sidgwick 
Avenue, which is all plaster casts of 
famous Greek and Roman sculptures,” she 


says. “You climb up the stairs in the 
Faculty of Classics, come to the museum, 
and you’re just hit by hundreds of casts - 
there’s a real wow factor as you go in. And 
because casts aren’t affected by sunlight, 
whereas other museums are quite dark, 
this has got a really nice bright feeling.” 

It’s fully geared up for kids too, with 
gallery play boxes filled with art materials, 
and even wooden bricks so that toddlers 
can build their own ‘classic’ sculpture. 
“Because it is a bit out of the way, people 
don’t even know it exists, but it is a really 
fun place. 

“But they’re all really good places to 
play with your children. You don’t need to 
have any in-depth historical knowledge, 
you can just make up stories, chat and 
enjoy it together. 

“It’s just a great opportunity to do 
something completely different, and the 
fact that it’s free and on your doorstep is 
invaluable at this time of year.”

OSCAR-nominated Steven Spielberg tears 
a page from history to immortalise the 
efforts of the 16th president of the United 
States to abolish slavery during a 
turbulent period of deep division within the 
House of Representatives. 

At a time when multi-culturalism is trotted 
out ad nauseum by politicians as modern 
society’s badge of honour, Lincoln is a 
stark reminder of the sins of the past and 
how far we still have to go to create a 
world of true equality. 

Tony Kushner’s eloquent script 
condenses the final months of the 
president’s life into an elegiac portrait of a 
husband and father whose courage in the 
eye of a political storm tested his resolve 
and his marriage. 

A powerful prologue on blood-stained 



battlefields segues neatly to January 
1865. Two months have passed since the 
re-election of Lincoln (Daniel Day-Lewis), 
the American Civil War rages on for a 
fourth year and the president’s thoughts 
turn to the highly contentious slavery bill. 


Secretary of State William H Seward 
(David Strathairn) counsels against the 
motion, given the current make-up of the 
House of Representatives. However, 
Lincoln is adamant that the Bill must be 
passed before the end of the war and he 
enlists William N Bilbo (James Spader) 
and Colonel Robert Latham (John 
Hawkes) to procure votes. 

Inside the House, fervent abolitionist 
Thaddeus Stevens (Tommy Lee Jones) 
continues to rile the Democrat opposition 
led by Fernando Wood (Lee Pace). 
Meanwhile, Lincoln contends with the 
mood swings of his emotionally fragile 
wife (Sally Field). 

The ebb and flow of dialogue in Lincoln is 
exquisite and potentially dense yet baffling 
philosophies are distilled into digestible 
exposition so it’s easy to follow the cut 
and thrust of arguments on both sides of 
the political divide. 


The terrific ensemble cast is led 
magnificently by Day-Lewis. So often 
berated for grandstanding and chewing 
scenery, here the statuesque London-born 
actor is the model of restraint, 
internalising his statesman’s maelstrom 
of emotions. 

Lincoln is also a magnificent technical 
achievement, distinguished by Janusz 
Kaminski’s colour-bleached 
cinematography and John Williams’ 
haunting score. 

Every shot is beautifully framed, capturing 
every facet of Rick Carter’s production 
design and Joanna Johnston’s costumes, 
which vividly evoke the era. 

Admittedly, the running time is slightly 
long, testing concentration and resolve. 
Yet, as the film ends with the president 
heading to an ill-fated performance of Our 
American Cousin, Spielberg’s film is 
worthy of a rousing vote of confidence.

Protecting the humble spud

T HE wet weather over the 
past couple of years has 
prompted reports of poor 
harvests, smaller and less tasty 
fruit and veg and claims that the 
nutrients the rain has washed 
away from the soil will affect 
the health value of our home¬ 
grown produce. 

Among the crops worst hit in 
vegetable patches across the country is 
the humble spud, a staple of the British 
menu for centuries, whether boiled, 
mashed or chipped. 

And while gardeners throughout the 
UK will be celebrating National Potato 
Day with events up until the end of the 
month, experts are now warning that 
gardeners must start to grow a mixture 
of varieties to stem the loss of crops to 
late blight. 

Affected plants develop brown spots, 
especially around the edges of the 
leaves, the stems turn brown and 
potatoes develop scabby cankers that 
lead to brown patches inside the tubers

which soon rot. 

Bob Sherman, chief horticultural 
officer of charity Garden Organic, 
warns: “Rare types of potatoes are under 
threat. There isn’t much that the amateur 
gardener can do to protect potatoes from 
blight. 

“Late blight is a very rapidly evolving 
organism. It’s not quite a fhngus. It’s 
quite closely related to seaweed, but it 
acts like a fungus. Spores flow about in 
the air, usually coming from old tubers 
left in the soil which haven’t been 
harvested from the previous year 
because they’ve been missed. 

“Most of the old varieties of potato 
are highly susceptible and even ones that 


were thought to be resistant have 
succumbed to new strains of the disease. 
We used to think that ‘Cara’ was blight 
resistant, but it isn’t any more. A whole 
range of interesting textures and 
flavours from old varieties are under 
threat.” 

Incessant wet weather causes both 
disease and physical problems with 
potatoes, he continues. The tubers can’t 
be lifted because the ground’s too heavy 
and soggy. 

“When potatoes get too much 
moisture, you might get one or two huge 
potatoes under the soil instead of a nice 
little clump of medium-sized tubers. The 
huge ones might be hollow inside or just 


not very tasty. Dry weather tends to 
enhance flavour, but wet weather 
reduces it.” 

Late potato blight has been the 
scourge of crops during excessive wet 
weather, he says. 

However, some gardeners have turned 
to a resistant variety which is keeping 
blight at bay. 

David Shaw, research director of the 
not-for-profit Sarvari Research Trust in 
North Wales, and his team developed a 
range of blight-resistant ‘superspuds’ 
known as Sarpos (pronounced Sharpo), 
first bred by the Hungarian Sarvari 
family. 

Available in red, white and blue, from 
Thompson & Morgan and some garden 
centres, they are now being grown by 
gardeners who don’t want the plight of 
blight. 

“The disease evolves all the time, a 
bit like flu, so there’s always a new 
strain. The Sarpo varieties David Shaw 
has been working with seem to be 
coping with all the changes that the 
disease is going through,” says Sherman. 

“Some of them will get signs of blight 
in the leaves, but not in the tubers.” 

He suggests growing a number of 
different varieties so that you’re covered 
if the tubers, which are highly 
susceptible, succumb to blight. 

“The other advice is to harvest 
earlier,” he suggests. “You might 
sacrifice the weight of the potatoes, but 
the flavour will be good.” 

Alternatively, grow spuds in pots and 
bring them under cover later in the year. 
Blight usually strikes from July 
onwards, depending on the weather and 


which part of the country you live in. 

Of course you can enrich your soil 
with plenty of organic matter, but if the 
weather’s damp, it won’t make any 
difference to blight, because the spores 
are carried in the air. 

Covering the plants with tunnels or 
cloches may also not make a difference 
because potatoes need good air flow. If 
your tunnels are plastic, blight will 
thrive in the humidity. If you have a 
good-sized greenhouse, you may have 
more luck if you constantly remove the 
leaves showing signs of blight. 

If the blight is widespread, take all the 
leaves off, which will mean a smaller 
crop, but at least you’ll have a crop. 

However, if you do remove leaves, 
don’t lift any potatoes for at least two 
weeks afterwards, because the spores 
will still be on the surface of the soil, 
and if they come into contact with a 
tuber, they will affect it. 

And if anyone has problems with 
slugs ruining their potatoes, Sarpo Mira 
and Sarpo Axona both have good slug 
resistance to go with blight resistance. 

Try mixing crops, growing sweet 
potatoes or yacon, a perennial tuber 
from South America which looks like a 
potato and is not so susceptible to 
common pests and diseases.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

1^ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

LI Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

D Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department.

It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Larissa targets 
more GB glory 



Shooter Sykes 
eyes European 
success after 
claiming bronze 
Down Under 

LARISSA Sykes brought back 
precious metal from Sydney after 
claiming a bronze medal at the 
Australian Youth Olympic 
Festival. 

The 16-year-old from Great 
Wratting made the podium places 
in the 50m three positions rifle. 

She headed into the final ranked 
joint third before scoring 645.2 in 
the medal showdown to claim 
bronze outright, holding off 
Malaysia’s Aina Zahiran. 

“I am really happy to have won 
bronze, it is one of my best results,” 
said Samuel Ward student Sykes. “I 
definitely came to the Australian 
Youth Olympic Festival looking to 
win medals, so to do that is 
fantastic. 

“Heading into the final joint 
third meant there was a bit of 
pressure on me but to come 
through it and picking the medal 
up makes it even better. 

“It was a great experience and a 
challenge shooting on a new range 


with different competition, so I am 
really happy with the result.” 

Sykes was unable to repeat the 
feat in the 10m air rifle event at the 
Sydney International Shooting 
Centre 24 hours later, finishing 
qualification in 10th, with the top 
eight advancing to the final. 

But she remained upbeat, 
adamant that she will learn in 
defeat, especially as she was 
shooting in record temperatures as 
Sydney exceeded 45C for their 
hottest day on record. 

“After winning the bronze I did 


have high hopes for the air rifle 
but it just wasn’t to be and there is 
nothing I can do about it now,” she 
said. 

“It was warm, really warm, and it 
was a huge challenge to shoot in 
that heat and nothing I have 
experienced before. 

“But it was an experience to go 
through something like that and 
although I didn’t quite get the 
result I was after I learned a lot.” 

And Sykes is determined to prove 
just how much she has learned 
when she travels to Denmark next 


month for the European 10m 
Championships. 

“I can take some confidence 
from winning my bronze medal 
and hopefully build on this result,” 
she added.
